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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art neither discloses nor suggests, in combination with the other 
limitations in claim 1, at least two conveyor ovens in series ("in cascade"), each oven 
comprising a ceiling and floor, each of the ceiling and floor comprising forced convection 
injection means and each being adjustable in height, floor burners between the floor 
and the conveyor and being adjustable vertically, and ceiling burners between the 
ceiling and the conveyor, both the vertical position of the ceiling burners and the 
direction in which they point being adjustable.
